Be it enacted, etc., That any person who shall make, 
utter, publish, write, circulate, or transmit to another, or others, 
any statement or rumor, untrue in fact, in reference to the 
solvency or derogatory to the financial condition of any National 
or State Bank, banking house, batiking company, trust company, 
surety company, guarantee company, title insurance company, 
or any bunding and loan association or other financial institu­ 
tion, in this Commonwealth, (with intent to injure any such 
financial institution;) dr who shall counsel, aid, proeme, or 
induce another to originate, make, utter, publish, write, trans­ 
mit, or circulate to another, or others; any such statement or 
rumor, (with like intent,) shall he guilty oi a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction thereof, shul! ta* punished by a tine of not 
more than five thousand dollars ($5,000), and by imprisonment 
at hard labor for a term not exceeding five (5) years.
